service to a few readers to refresh their 
memories us regards the heavens and the 
heavenlles, nnd the laws which govern 
them. This will facilitate an understand- 
ing of the spiritual truths hero set forth. 
I therefore recall, below, some of the 
elementary facts of astronomy. 

This song having been born not of 
theory but of personal experience, and on 
aspects of holiness observed in others' 
lives, JustlflCH the hope that It may give 
birth to the experience of henrt-liollness 
in others. 

Those to whom it would be merely In- 
teresting as n new theory had bettor 
not read It. Truth cither saves or damns 
hy adding or condemning. 

I offer this song as an act of worship 
to Him who woke It in my soul when In 
worship alone with Him. 

It may help some In spiritual solitude-, 
Inwnrd or outward. 

Intense worship demands Intense words, 
and gives birth to them, for both come 
•from God. May these words in their turn 
give birth to the worship of sacrifice, 
uttermost, sacrifice for Ihe suite of the 
lost, and thus return to Hill, from , 
whence they came, an the wind which 
biowcth where It llsteth. 

That Is why I call them a psalm. 
. If no music is found In the soul to 
which this osulm can he sung, and yet 
the (WILL ta worship he there.— the 
EFFORT to worship by the use of these 
words may In itself help In iho tuning: 
of the soul un to their nlleb. 

That Is the double object of all psnlms. 
Born of love their object is to give birth 
to love, by the expression of love. 

Tlio Stun and Worlds et Spaeo. 

The STARS arc all suns like our own. 
Our nun is more than n mil'Ion times 
larger than this earth, and yel Slrlus, 
llic Dog Star. Is nearly three thousand 
limes the size of our sun. Some 7S million 
stars arc visible from our globe. Most 
of them are incomparably larger that 
the Immense luminary which pours such 
Hoods of light imd bent over our world 
across the Intervening distance of 01 
million miles. 

The PLANETS, the "worlds nf space." 
revolve round these suns. Some have 
probably "green llc-lctH" like our own. 
The stars round which they move lire 
themselves, like our sun. moving round 
or towards some Inllnitcly distant point. 

SPACE Is the Infinite -void hi which 



they nil live nnd move. It Is- supposed 
by eome to he Tilled wllh_iin inflnltc'y 
thin pomethlng, milled ether, nnd by 
others to he utter .emptiness. 

ATTRACTION OR QKAVITATION is 
the law by which they all move. It acts 
upon thorn according lo Ihelr dintuncc 
nnd mass. 

Each sun attracts or drnws lis planets 
powerfully towards itself. But as Ihe 
speed they linve acquired Impels them 
onward with a force counterbalancing 
their tendency to rush towards th.lr 
centre, they arc kept ever moving around 
that ceutrc In their fixed orbit or path. 
Attraction thu3 gives them life or move- 
ment, they being pusslvely yielded lo its 
sway. This force, by animating their 
weight, so to spoak, keeps them regular 
and punctual; and maintains them in 
their place as regards the centre and aa 
regards each other. 

When a planet In Its course approaches 
another, or when a comet passes near, 
they nil bend slightly from their path in 
obedience to a mutual attraction, while 
at the same time remaining faithful to 
their own particular course, 
SPEED,— Our world is rushing through 
space at the rate of more ihan fifteen 
hundred mlle3 a minute, nnd yet how 
" peaceful " nrc Its landscapes mid Its 
" green Holds." 

THE DISTANCES In space arc so great 
that the rays of light now falling upon 
our eye from one of (hose stars, left that 
star before the lime of Abraham, though 
It has been ever since travelling at the 
rate of more thun 11 million miles u 
minute— and though n ray travelling at 
that speed only takes eight minutes to 
reach us from our sun : 

Out In the void, at nn Infinite dlstnnce 
and In deep darkness, are snld lo be 
worlds which, being beyond the pale of 
any cnTectlve Influence on the part of a 
sun or Its planets, are deprived of all 
life, cither the life of movement or of 
vegetable or unlmal life upon their sur- 
faces. 

Nineteenth Century. 

These nslronomlcal facts belne; chief!;, 
of modern discovery. I cull this a nine- 
teenth century psalm. All knowledge 
should-as In the days of Job. rwivld. and . 
E.ilomuii— turn to worship nnd praise : 
otherwise It turns merely to self-pleasing 
und pride. When knowledge cilid obedi- 
ence do not keep pace, Increased know- 
ledge Is simply Increased sin, increased 
hardness of heart, and surer damnation. 

If therefore the absence of HOLINESS 
—or absolute obcdlenrc lo God— could he 
more criminal in one century than In 
another, surely it mnst be. in n century 
in which the character of the Creator 
and of Ills laws, as manifested In nature, 
are more fully and more widely known 
Iban at any preceding period. 

Hut when with all their science 
and nlvlllxmlnn. men are :is re- 
solute as ever In lluir decision 
not lo surrender lo Ood. when 
they are much as ever "lovers of pleas- 
ure," when true reverence for the Al- 
mighty, true humility, true worship, and 




God's people called to experience 
nnd . to testify that ABSOLUTE 
obedience to the Crentor Is ,i 0t 
only* possible, but that It Is the highest 
of all pleasures, and that the groutest 
of nil luxuries la to be -'Vure In heart" 
nnd live a life of self-sacrifice for the 
salvation of. the lost 7 

Should they not be able to testify in 
the truth of Christ's words that God can 
clothe the soul with a beauty eq U ^ 1 to 
that of the lilies of the Held ? Should 
thoy not bo nblc to tell the feverish 
passion-tossed worldling, that the sensa- 
tion of restful ncss and peace whl.-l. .I~- 
sccuds upon man as he looks up Into ilie 
starry heavens at night, Is destined to he 
not only ubove him, or around him In 
nature, but also IN hlin ?■• 

Should they not be able to assure him 
thnt life under the law of lavn |u one ot 
as perfcet freedom - as that of those 
glorious worlds of space, and that the 
fully surrendered soul .obeys that Jaw 
from preference and with delight ? 

Should they not be able to tell .those 
whose inward world lies In the Esypllmi 
dnrkness of slu that they cun walk In 
"everlasting light" with "no condemna- 
tion." hnt with the blue sky of the love 
of God stretching ever above their souls; 
and thut to those who "love God wiih 
nil their hearts" MB WILL appears 
just like thut blue sky— without dlvlslnu B 
or compartments, all parts helng alike, 
all equally good,— so that Ihey eanuoi 
choose their lot. prefer any comfori or 
reject any eross, but see GOD ALONE 
In nil the dispensations of His providence, 
accepting with equal facility all maul- 
Testations of the "good and perfect and 
acceptable will of God"— thus enjoying 
the peace which passeth all understand- 
ing. 

Instead of trying to make religion "nt- 
trncllve" as Constantino did by introduc- 
ing a scmi-pugnn or worldly element 
whicli appeals to the senses und to the 
carnal mind, should they not lather seek 
to make it attractive by the "beauty of 
holiness ?" 

When Christ has become the one ccutre 
of attraction and rules and reigns In our 
inward heavens, then sur one nasslou Ik 
to manifest 1I11I to Hie world and raise 
HIM up that He may "draw all meu 
unto Him." 

This is the object of this article. 

Toe Analogy XmbaOled In Uus Psalm. 

It must be remembered thnt no analogy 
or metaphor drawn from the Held of 
nature can illustrate spiritual truth with 
absolute exactness, the spiritual world 
being a higher one ; nevertheless nature 
Is a book full of pictures or IIiiiikls of 
spiritual things Irom which Christ Him- 
self drew many of His Illustrutlous. 

The parallels here used us to ihe crea- 
tion of worlds or the winning of them 
by attraction, allude of course to the 
dawn of creation long ugo. though illus- 
trating very exactly what DOES happen 
NOW as regards SOULS. 

And, oh 1 the worth of a soul ! Is not 
each. In a sense, worth the Christ, since 
It took the life of the Christ 10 purchase 
it !

FIND It difficult to des- 
cribe to you the experl- 

such a way that you 
shall understand - them. 
To us they appear only 
a few degrees less" mar- 
vellous than those of the remarkable 
day that followed. Of course, ocr feel- 
ings were hy this time a good deal 
eicited. The occurrences of the patt 
forty days had stirred our souls to the 
lowest depths and, now that we seemed 
to be Id sight of another miraculous 
event, every nerve was brought "up to 
the highest pitch. The hours of thai 
r.isht ^rcrc spest largely 5a prayer; 
occasionally wa chanted the Psalms 
wbicb prophesied the triumphant reign 
of God on the earth, or sung hymns, 
that had been composed by different 
members of the Uttle community. In 
honor of our Lord and In anticipation 
of the visitation for which we waited. 
Now and then there were pauses for 
silent waiting before God, while again 
and again there were testimonies and 
addresses. In which we told or our 
expectations, exhorted each other to 
courage, and stimulated each other's 
faith. 

"As the early honrs of the morning 
came along, expectation rose to a 
loftier height, and the ft&llag was 
borne In on every soul that the sacred 
moment was actually drawing near. 



"It was jnst about that time that 
Stephen offered that wonderful prayer. 
I say that viaderful prayer, because 
It was certainly one of the roost won- 
derful intercessions it waa ever my 
privilege to bear. I bad beard prayers 
before, and heard prayers afterwards 
that appeared to be remarkable. But 
none so thrWtngly wonderful as that 
offered by Stephen In tbe still watches 
of the early day has fallen upon my 
ears. You see, Stephen was .young 
and enthusiastic and beautiful. His 
face was, you will know, described as 
that of an angel when he talked to the 
Sanhedrim and to the crowd that after- 
wards stoned him to death. I was 
present on the former occasion, listened 
to his address, and gazed upon his 
countenance : but It did not shine with 
a purer light or with more heavenly 
radiance than when he stood up in that 
Upper Room and pleaded with God for 
the grace we all felt We so much needed 
to worthily magnify the new and great 
trust He was about to repose In us. 

"Now, with big tears streaming down 
his cheeks and accents broken and 
tremulous with emotion, he confessed 
his sins, cowardices and backelidlnga 
of the past. 

"Now he deplored the miserable fail- 
ure In our attempts at soul-saving and 
miracle-working resulting from our 
unfaithfulness. 

"Now he acknowledged the conscious 
weakness, and fearfulneaa, and help- 
lessness of the present so far as our 
ability to cope with the difficulties 
that met ua at every turn was con- 
cerned. 

"Now he dealt, with Joy and thank- 
fulness, on the Divine mlBslon of love, 
and suffering, and sacrifice of the dear 
Lord, whom we had seen with our own 
eyes on the cross. In the tomb, and 
afterwardH ascend to heav»n. 

"Now he rose to heights of prophetic 
rapture and delight as he anticipated 
the Hoods of mercy and salvation and 
blessing which were coming on the 
world through our dear Lard's sacri- 
fice. 

"Now he enlarged on the purity, and 
faith, nnd hope, and charity, and 
courage we all needed to make us true 
warriors worthy of our Master, and 
equal to the accomplishment of the 
duty that lay before us, 

"And now ho pleaded that the Father 
should do all this and whatever else 
we needed for our warfare In this 
world, for the sake or his dear Son, 
who had so freely poured forth His 
blood In order that It might he so. 

"As the voice of Stephen died away, 
an indescribably solemn awe fell on 
ever^ heart. Every soul was occupied 
with the petition that had just ascend- 
ed to the Father. It seemed as though 
the young disciple had carried us away 
to the great Throne of the Heavenly 
Grace, and that we were still walling 
there for the answer to the cry which 
had, In such beautlfu unison, gone up 
from every heart. 



It was then thii P=«;r, moved b> 
the blessed Spirit, amidst this solemi 
silence, repeated the terms on which 
God was willing -to fulfil the promise 
of the Master, and asked those of as 
who were prepared to be absolutely 
governed and guided by the Holt 
Spirit to rise to our feet. 

"The feelings of that moment cannot 
possibly be described In words. Jiy 
own heart seemed to eland still. Over 
and over and over again I examined 
myself to see whether I was prepared 
to Jtevc all to follow, obey, suffer. an<! 
dii, ii ueetis be, for my Lord.. A llfe^ 
time seemed to be crowded Into a few 
minutes. My past history, my present 
motives and activities, and all I bad, 
and all I hoped to nave, passed before 
my gaxe, and then, satisfied as to the 
sincerity of my soul, and the whole- 
beartedness of my purpose to follow 
my Lord. I rose to my feet. At the 
same moment the whole company stood 
with me. There was now no more 
hesitation, not one held back or re- 
mained behind. We were all of one 
heart and mind. 



" Immediately the flcor ttuuer my feet 
began to tremble, and the roof above 
me literally rose and fell back Into Us 
place, while the walls' rocked like a 
reed shaken by the wind : and, before 
we had time to consider what it all 
meant, or to uk a Question of each 
other, there came a roar louder than 
the blast of any tempest we bad ever 
beard. At the suite moment, or Im- 
mediately afterwards, the place was 
filled with a dazzling golden light that 
played round every Individual, settling 
down on every head In a form like unto 
a cloven tongue of flame. 

" While these signs were visible to 
our outward eyes and ears, a strange 
sensation came over me as though a 
secret hand gripped my very heart and 
held It in Its grasp, hot wltb pain, but 
with a beautiful, warm. Joyous feeling 
of satisfaction, purlly, love and peace. 

" All the way through this miraculous 
visitation, nu one in that Upper Room 
felt the most distant sensation of fear. 
Under ordinary circumstances we 
should have been filled wltb appre- 
hension as to Borne serious conse- 
quences following the totterlns bully- 
ing, and rumbling earthquakes or other 
rational causes would have suggested 
themselves as a reason for these mys- 
terious sights and sounds. But no ; 
there was no such feeling here. We 
felt that God was In the tottering 
building. In the rushing wind. In the 
tongues of flame, but above al! In the 
glorious and enthusiastic Are that 
burned In our souIb. And so It was 
that, after the first feelings had sub- 
sided, there was a burst of Hallelu- 
jahs from the whole crowd, and every 
man and woman fell down before God, 
crying out In rapturous realisation, 
• This is the Baptism of Fire, the Pro- 
mise Is fulfilled, the Lord Is come to 
His Temple, He has made us Soldiers 
indeed, now we are ready for the war 
—ready to live, to fight, to die !' " 



CHAPTER V, 
HERE was a tittle pause 
in our conversation at 
this point, and. on re- 
suming, I ventured to 
eixiuire of my iniormaut 
as to the Immediate re- 
sults of this remarkable 
visitation he had Just 
described. To which he replied : 

"If I were to describe the feelings of 
that wonderful hour, I should say that; 

mngi cuuManto 

"1. There was, first, a marvellous 
reallKRtion of Entire Cleansing In every 
heart. We felt that not only had the 
prophecy of Joel, but also the promise 
recorded In the Book of Esekiel, been 
fulfilled In us. We had been sprinkled 
with the sacred water, end were clean. 
From all our fllthlness and from all 
our Idols we had been delivered. We 
felt that we had been washed and 
made whiter than snow. For, strniiKc 
as It may seem, there were those In 
that room who, notwithstanding all 
that they had heard, seen and known 
of the Master In His life and death, 
resurrection and ascension, had still 
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the consciousness of certain evils re- 
maining In their hearts. There were 
sinful dispositions and tendencies 
which, though not having the mastery, 
were atlll resident In the soul. For 
Instance : 

"With not a few of my fellow-dls- 
cipleH there were some little Jealousies 
felt with respect to Peter. Borne of us, 
remembering his deplorable cowardice 
and disgraceful failures In the past, 
resented his boldness In coming mi pro. 
mlnently to the front during- these last 
daye. They thought he ought to have 
preferred a lower place. 

"Among us were some of the fearful 
class, like Nlcodemus, who shrunk 
from an open recognition of the Lord 
and a public avowal of their Intention 
to proceed at once with the dangerous 
task of attempting to establish HIb 
Kingdom on the earth. 

"There were some who still hankered, 
like the sons of Zebedee, after the 
more prominent positions In the new 
Organization. 

"Then there was a great deal. of un- 
belief with regard to the future. Some, 
like Thomas, who, while cured of ever 
doubting, again the Divinity of the 
Master, or the fact of His having risen 
from the dead, had still serious doubts 
as to the possibility of making other 
people believe in Him, or persuading 
them in any number to beeome His 
followers. 

"All these dispositions, however, and 
every other form of pride and jealousy, 
envy and selfishness, were swept away 
from every heart. Evil, whether In- 
ward or outward, had been driven away 
by this manifestation. 

"2. Then there was, as the result of 
this, Baptism, naturally, a wonderful 
Realization of the Presence of God 
with us. All at once it seemed as 
though our lost Lord had been found 
again, our absent Christ had come 
back to earth— come this time not to be 
seen here or heard therp, only, to be 
realized by observation, but to live 
within us, and to go away ngqln no 
more for ever.

"3. Then there was, beyond question, 
a glorious filling up of cvory heart 
with Love ! Oh, what a turning there 
was of soul to soul ! Perhaps never 
before In the history of the world had 
there been seen a eompany of hearts 
so flooded— nay, so overflowing— with 
love, as were gathered together In thai 
Upper Room on that early morning. 
Every semblance of suspicion or selfish 
preference between us had vanished, 
and after the first burst of praise to 
God had subsided, we looked into each 
other's eyes, and then embraced, weep- 
ing and laughing and singing by turns. 
It was a Feast of Love. 

"4. There was also, along with all 
this blessedness, which came to our 
hearts with overpowering farce, a 
Burning Desire to publish to the utter- 
most parts of the earth the wonderful, 
sanctifying, Joy-creating Salvation 
which now possessed ua." 

1 did not enquire or my informant 
whether these disciples were made 
conscious of the possession of the 
"Gift of Tongues" at the actual time 
this visitation in the Upper Room took 
place. That It possibly was so is 
suggested by the fiery emblem that 
sat on each of them, but of that we 
cannot be certain. We can be quite 
sure of one thing, however, and that 
Is that, as though they had this big 
fire in their bones, they were carried 
away with a burning Impulse to go 
and tell the multltudeb o* tliilr fellow- 
countrymen and others assembled for 
the great Feast of Pentecost, of the 
wonderful facts connected with the 
life, death and resurrection of the 
Master, and of the salvation that was 
for them and for their children— indeed, 
for the whole nation. 

That was the main object of the 
miracle— the end for which the Holy 
Ghost had come to them. That end 
waa realized. Everybody felt that they 
must go and tell everybody else what 
had hnppened, opening their eyes to 
the chance that was before them, and 
compelling them to avail themselves 
of It. 

It is possible— nay, prubable— that 
ihoy werp nil In the dark as to what 
was going to happen. They did not 
realize their ability ; they did not 
foresee the mighty success God wan 
going to give their first attempt at 
publishing the risen Christ. They did 
not anticipate— how could they ?— the 
wonderful crowds that were go- 
ing eagerly to listen, or the 
remarkable liberty and power 
of speech, with which they 
were going to be endowed and assisted. 
All they knew and felt was that It was 
for them to go, to preach, to fight. 
The results were God's business. They 
had faith In Him. 

As I have said. It Is quite possible 
that there was no knowledge on their 
part of the possession of the gift of 
tongues until the need for them came 
up. They simply opened their mouths, 
and God filled them with words as 
well as with arguments; and, 'prob- 
ably, no one was more astonlBhed at 
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Have not we Salvationists often had 
a similar experience ourselves ? Have 
we not had the language gift bestowed 
after this miraculous fashion, have we 
not. In a miraculous manner, had the 
gift of that Tongue of Tongues Im- 
parted—the Tongue that speaks the 
language of the heart, the Tongue that 
not only speaks out of the heart of the 
speaker, but right into the heart ot 
the listener ? Oh, verily, verily, that 
Is the Tongue of Fire. 

So away thfty went. There was no 
one to suggest anything about Prud- 
ence—no one In that Koom that morn- 
ing, anyway— and If any strangers had 
eome along describing the fearful pos- 
sibilities of lasses, or Imprisonments, 
or tortures, or crucifixions that lay be- 
fore them, he would not have been 
listened to. The passion was on them, 
and In them— and away they went. 
They had' to go, to do, to dare. It was 
for their God, who had Inspired them 
with the passion, to see to the conse- 
quences. That Is just how they felt. 
• "Accordingly, we passed out into the 
conflict," continued the Heavenly (nar- 
rator.
